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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1-2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Wallrafen, cited on applicant's IDS in view of Passow(US6642823). 

Wallrafen disclosed the claimed invention except for an individual contact of the 
resistance device is assigned at least two tongues. Passow discloses employing 
bifurcated double-break contacts for the purpose of improving connection reliability (col. 
5, lines 1-5). It would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to employ in Wallrafen a contact with two tongues for the 
purpose of improving connection reliability. 

Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments filed 9/30/08 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicant alleges the tongues on Passow's contacts (106,107) are not 
each independently moveable toward a contact. Applicant asserts his own contacts 
are "independently movable because the tongues 10 and 11 each move independently 
and contact between the spring element 5 and the contact 7 can be established even if 
one of the tongues 1 0 or 1 1 is, in some way, prevented from establishing contact with 
the contact 7." In response, Passow in col. 5, lines 1-8, states: "The movable contacts 
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106 and 107 have split or bifurcated contact fingers to increase the probability that they 
will make contact with the stationary contacts even in the presence of surface oxides 
and/or foreign particles on the contact surfaces. Maintaining independent motion of the 
bifurcated tips of movable contacts which are stacked back to back requires 
that the movable contacts be slightly separated by an offsets in the contact 
fingers." Therefore, the examiner does not see a patentable distinction in applicant's 
claim.
